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‘YOU ARE INVITED TO TENDER .. 2 

|OW that the seeds of good management practice have been sown, anyhow 
| to some extent, in the minds of architects and builders. it is incumbent on 
all to provide the climate in which these seeds may germinate and flourish. 
Plan before you build, recently produced by the Joint Consultative Committee of 
Architects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders. will help to provide that climate, 
though, without wishing to detract in any way from the merits of that document, 
we would suggest that a standardised tendering procedure. giving a guide to the 
best practices and agreed by all concerned, would be of even greater value to the 
industry. If followed (the size of the ‘if’ depends on the building owner and 
architect more than anybody else) it would go a long way towards ensuring that 
the builder had a fair start, as he will need under Mr. Molson’s plan for fixed- 
price tendering: if nothing else it would. if skilfully drafted. act as an aide 
memoire to those requiring tenders and. above all, influence that climate men- 
tioned above in which the seeds of management may flourish. 


In this matter we are trailing the North Americas, for the American Institute 
of Architects and the Associated General Contractors of America have already 
produced just such a document and on page 865 we publish extracts from ‘A 
suggested guide to building practice’ recently produced in Canada with the 
approval of The Royal Architectural Institute of Canada and the Canadian 
Construction Association. This document is a typical example of the logic 
and clear thinking that these countries. keen to accept the principles of good 
management and uninfluenced unduly by tradition, bring to the very problems 
that we ourselves face in this country. The use of standard symbols and 
terminology, the limitation of the number of those invited to tender, their 
qualifications, the numbers of sets of drawings to be provided. standard tender 
forms. time for preparing bids. information of the results to those concerned, 
and the use of basic prices: these are but a few of the subjects tackled. 


It will be evident that in many cases the procedure outlined is appropriate 
only to conditions in Canada and would require modification for use elsewhere. 
Nevertheless we feel that this document has courageously faced up to the main 
problems of tendering procedure and, as a guide, is considerably more compre- 
hensive than any report, paper or recommendations ever produced over here. 


If there is any particular omission from the Canadian procedure which might 
call for comment it is the absence of the pre-tender inquiry. — If real competition 
is to be obtained. it is good practice to make sure before inviting tenders that 
the contractors concerned are in a position to tender and above all to avoid 
the stupid practice of a builder putting in a figure willy-nilly for fear of offending 
the architect. On the other hand. if there be any particular aspect of the 
Canadian procedure which requires emphasis we would point to their concern 
with the ethics of bidding and sub-bidding procedure. Unethical procedures 
in the building industry are often referred to in Great Britain, but it is seldom 
that one finds them committed to print. At the same time we would criticise 
the paragraph dealing with the time for preparation of tenders. In the absence 
of a quantity surveyor we find it hard to believe that two weeks or anything 
like it is sufficient time to prepare an estimate, and such a practice must surely 
lead to inflated prices. 


If there was ever a subject eminently suitable for consideration by the Joint 
Consultative Committee of Architects. Quantity Surveyors and Builders this 
surely must be it. They may well be studying it already. In any event we draw 
their attention to the Canadian guide to procedure for as its foreword so aptly 
states “The owner has the right to expect. when bids are tendered, that the 
architect has used due diligence. reasonable skill and good business judgment 
so that he is assured that the accepted contractor will deliver to him everything 
needed to complete a project. adequate for the purpose intended, without 
friction, misunderstanding or unexpected cost.” Surely an agreed procedure 
on obtaining tenders must help to achieve this object. 
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SHORT CUT TO ARCHITECTURE ? 


JO doubt many in the Caterham district have taken note of their Council’s 
| decision to invite tenders for the design, planning, lay-out and building 
of a housing scheme of three-storey flats. Many more architects and laymen 
of discernment will have realised the full implications of this step. 

On paper it may well appear that this is a desirable simplification of a hitherto 
complex operation, and so it might well be if there still existed men of the 
calibre of the Woods of Bath and other country craftsmen, possessed at the 
same time with a genius for design and planning, and the knowledge and 
organisation to build. Many of us regret that it has become necessary since the 
industrial revolution to interpose a theoretical designer between the craftsman 
and his handiwork. But the hard fact is that more than a century of usage has 
ended those former conditions once and for all, and that no miracle is in sight 
to restore them. . 

The simplification is thus a complete illusion. Whatever the form of invita- 
tion, there must always be someone acting in the capacity of an architect to 
plan and design, together with someone standing in the architect’s place as 
Overseeing supervisor, someone taking off the quantities of work and materials, 
and someone fulfilling the normal function of the contractor. The difference 
between the proposed procedure and the ordinary processes is that the client 
will have no choice as to the qualifications and standing of the designer and 
supervisor, and will have no supervisor whose services have been attached to the 
entire process of planning and detailing; nor will the client have any yardstick 
with which to assess the relative merits of one omnibus scheme with another, 
such as he would have with building tenders based upon exactly parallel 
conditions. 

Who is to judge between the values of numerous unrelated schemes, and how 
is the cost factor to count when there will be no knowledge of the extent to 
which economies have cut into the skilled services without which there can be 
no architecture at all? We are quite certain that it is essential that the designer 
must tackle his problem free from any consideration other than the best 
interests of his client, and that he still has an essential service to complete by the 
supervision of the work built to conform with his design. To tie him to com- 
mercial interests is the best way to stultify and debase his work. 

We do not rule out the possibility that the respective functions of architect, 
quantity surveyor and builder might be simplified and improved, in fact, we 
have frequently urged the merits of such a course—but this cannot be done 
simply by adopting a common noteheading, except by a sacrifice of everything 
for which architecture stands. | None stands to suffer more than the client, 
and it would be an evil day if this were to become standard practice. 

We can find no single virtue in the proposal that would justify such a complete 
break with normal practice. It is quite obvious that competing firms will be 
unable or unwilling to afford to employ the best architects to design and lay out 
their competitive schemes. They will be able only to employ draughtsman 

services at a cost they can afford to lose if unsuccessful in their tenders, and 
there can be no hope, by these means, of discovering by new ideas a means of 
cheaper construction.

IoB Annual Dinner 


(PTHE MINISTER OF WORKS. Mr 

Molson, did more than merely 
honour by his attendance the annual 
dinner of the Institute of Builders jn 
Skinners’ Hall last week; he brought with 
him a piece of news that he had made 
known in Parliament only a few hours 
earlier—that the Ministry's own future 
contracts will be placed on a fixed-price 
basis for materials and labour. This 
information, which came as something of 
a surprise to his audience, was greeted 
with good-humoured groans, but Mr 
Molson, by cogent arguments and per- 
suasive style, managed to leave most of 
the builders present in a receptive if not 
enthusiastic mood. 

The Minister’s fairness in making clear 
that if the builder was to be expected to 
put in a fixed price for a job, then the 
conditions in which he tendered must be 
fixed also was appreciated, though an 
omission which was not taken up Was 
any reference to the need for a Goverp- 
ment lead in controlling the waywardness 
of the nationalised industries and public 
services. The impression was_ gained 
clearly, however, that in Mr. Molson we 
have a Minister who is prepared to fight 
to see that the building industry has a 
fair crack of the whip.

ALMOST COINCIDENT with the dinner, 
at which the speeches and the entertain- 
ment were of a high order, was the issue 
of the Institute’s Journal in a new and 
attractive form. This publication should 
do much to knit together the Institute's 
growing membership. It is full of news, 
well set out, and contains reports of 
recent lectures On management subjects 
by Mr. C. M. Rait, Dr. Alexander King 
and by Mr. T. H. Windibank. We note 
that there are now 24 Colleges recognised 
under the Registration and Exemption 
scheme—a scheme for inclusion in which 
all technical colleges are eligible. There 
has been an increase in the total num- 
ber of entrants and successful candidates 
for the Institute examinations. 54.2 per 
cent. passed the Associate diploma 
examinations in 1956 as compared with 
41.5 per cent. in 1951; while 52.6 per cent. 
passed the Licentiate diploma examina- 
tion in 1956, the comparable figure for 
1951 being 32.4. There is news also in 
the Journal of that lively organisation, 
the Licentiate Discussion Club, whose 
branches in London and other parts ol 
the country are doing an excellent job 
for the younger members.

Fixed Price Tenders 
To the Editor of The Builder 

SIR, —Your editorial (The Builder, 
~ May 3) concerning the Minister of 
Works’ decision to ask for fixed prices 
for building works, prompts one to look 
rather warily towards the future. 

The Minister promises that three con- 
ditions should apply to ensure _ that 
adequate pre-planning is accorded to his 
contracts before the tender stage, but is 
he prepared to make sure of the genuine 
adoption of these-excellent principles by 
incorporating a clause to that effect into 
the appropriate Contract Agreements, 
and, if he is, will the National Federation 
show the necessary initiative, as you so 
rightly counsel, in bringing to bear on 
his department, the necessary pressure so 
to do, and with the minimum of delay? 

Then, what of the Minister’s fourth con- 
dition regarding the expeditious settlement 
of final accounts? One feels, in light of 
past experience, that this most desirable 
feature will have to be seen to be believed; 
but, nevertheless. it must be admitted that 
adequate pre-planning, and the necessary 
courage to adhere, come what may, to the 
original conception, is one of the main 
essentials of speedy finalisation. 

Without being unduly pessimistic, one 
cannot help wondering what the position will 
be should the Minister's recommendations 
be, as they undoubtedly will. generally 
adopted by other and less well organised 
authorities where the principles of adequate 
pre-planning are no more than a seldom 
considered pipe dream. An equitable saving 
clause in the appropriate contracts will in 
these cuses be absolutely essential if the in- 
dustry is to be given a chance to prove its 
genuine desire to co-operate in an all-out 
effort to stem the flood of rising costs. 

One feels that it is now up to the builders 
themselves to support the Minister’s bold 
proposals and show that they are as con- 
cerned as the next man that the stabilisation

they ll know it cost less

of prices as a most necessary feature of the 
economic recovery of our nation, should 
be sought after by every possible means by 
all branches of industry; but in order to do 
so they must be assured of fair play by the 
authorities which employ them and this can 
only be done by the incorporation into ex- 
isting Forms of Contract of a clause ensuring 
that tenders are not invited until the pro- 
posed works have been most carefully and 
thoughtfully planned.

GIR. Your correspondent, Mr. B. S. 
Townroe, in his letter published in 
vour issue of April 12. is of course 
presenting a very personal point of view 
about sand and gravel working and has 
not unnaturally made the best case he 
can. Unfortunately, this has necessitated 
the omission of certain facts and the 
misinterpretation of others. 1 doubt if 
the expression “swamps and ponds’ can 
be reasonably held to apply to lakes from 
15 to 100 acres in size with water up to 
20 ft. deep. Moreover, sand and gravel 
are required not only for the new atomic 
stations and housing estates but for every 
modern form of building construction. 

Your readers must not be confused by Mr. 
Townroe’s reference to the Minister’s refusal 
to permit gravel working in one particular 
place. It would be equally possible to quote 
many instances of a similar kind where the 
Minister has granted permission for gravel 
working. 

Industries which make available to us 
our natural resources are always subiect to 
attack, since those natural resources cannot 
be fully used without some change in the 
face of the country. But I should have 
thought that the operations of the gravel 
company at Yateley were much less liable to 
attack than others, since by very careful 
work they have produced at Yateley some 
exceedingly charming and_ natural-looking 
lakes, planted with trees and bushes, which 
afford great pleasure to many people, in- 
cluding anglers. 

As far as Chandlers Farm is concerned, 
Mr. Townroe omits to state that in August, 
1956, this farmhouse was found by the 
Public Health Inspector to be unfit for 
human habitation without expenditure of such 
an order as to be economically not worth- 
while.

We have shown Mr. Yardley’s letter to 
Dr. Davidson, who writes: 

Contractors building middle- and higher- 
income group houses for one of the largest 
authorities provide the Egerton standard of 
insulation at additional costs varying from 
nothing up to £10 over traditional construc 
tions. They use a 4} in. cavity clinker block 
(available locally and therefore with low 
transport costs) for the inner leaf of the 
outer walls, and the labour saved in laying 
these larger blocks compared with ordinar 
bricks more than offsets their greater cost 
Over the upper floor ceilings a quilt o 
loose fill between the joists is provided a! 
a cost of £10 to £15. The ground floor is 
solid with plastic tile finish. 

Many cases are also known of houses 
built in the Midlands where the provision 0! 
the Egerton standard of insulation has 
caused little increase in building costs. Here 
again the insulation blocks, foamed slag 
were made locally. 

Broughton and Nash, in their paper pre 
sented at the 1956 Conference of the Inst 
tute of Fuel, stated that provision of insula 
tion for the walls, floor and roof would 
give an additional cost of £35 to £104 lo 
houses with solid floors and £52 for houses 
with suspended timber floors for the prov! 
sion of good standards of insulation. 

Now that insulation blocks are being 
manufactured in an increasing number 0! 
areas, so reducing transport costs to sites 
and building labour is becoming more & 
pert in their use, costs of providing good 
insulation standards are decreasing. Obvw 
ously also material costs will decrease with 
increased production, and it does not seem 
too much to hope that good insulation 
standards will become general practice.

Concrete Research 

HREE new buildings at the Cement 
T and Concrete Association’s Research 
and Development Division, at Wexham 
Springs, near Slough, were officially 
opened on May | by Mr. Hugh Molson, 
Minister of Works. The new buildings 
will provide increased facilities for the 
Research Station’s training programme 
and for carrying out research work. 

A large part of the work at Wexham 
Springs consists of courses for super- 
visors in the industry and _ involves 
practical work, and in the past few years 
no fewer than 5.000 have attended these 
courses. The new Works and Services 
building will provide a permanent centre 
for the practical work and demonstra- 
tions in connection with the courses, and 
this year, for the first time, a summer 
school has been arranged for lecturers 
at universities and advanced colleges of 
technology. The two other new buildings 
opened by the Minister, whose titles are 
self-exp'anatory, are the Training Course, 
Printing and Canteen building and the 
Chemistry and Physics laboratory. All 
three buildings have been designed by 
Mr. W. R. Oram, ARIBA, the Associa- 
tion's staff architect. 

Speaking at the opening ceremony Sir 
Francis Meynell, the Cement and Con- 
crete Association’s director, said that they 
had still one laboratory to build, and 
they would also make a formal ‘ quad,’ 
with paving and grass, ‘in the desolate 
space between the buildings.’ Sir Francis 
summarised the aims of the Association’s 
research as ‘to make sure that concrete 
is used more efficiently, more economic- 
ally—and more amiably.’ 


Thames-side Advertisements 


THE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, Mr. Henry Brooke, has 
decided to allow four illuminated signs 
to continue to be displayed for three 
years on the south bank of the Thames 
between Vauxhall Bridge and Black- 
friars. His decision follows a local in- 
quiry on April 24, 1956, into appeals 
against the refusal of Lambeth MBC to 
permit the continued display of the signs 
under regulations for the control of 
advertisements. 

A letter to Lambeth Borough Council 
announcing the Minister’s decision 
states: “The Minister has carefully con- 
sidered all the representations and he 
agrees with the Council that careful con- 
trol of advertisements on the south bank 
facing the northern riverside from Vaux- 
hall Bridge to Blackfriars is necessary. 
He does not disagree with the Council 
that lettering exceeding 3 ft. 6 in. high 
may not be appropriate in particular 
cases, but, having regard to the present 
level of amenity surrounding the sites, 
he can See no great advantage in reducing 
the size of the letters in the signs under 
appeal,’ 


Railway Architecture Exhibition 


Mr. T. H. SuMMERSON, chairman, 
North-Eastern Area Board, British Rail- 
ways, in opening an exhibition of Con- 
lemporary Railway Architecture in 


Britain at York, said: ‘You will see 
from this exhibition that although each 
Region has its own individuality, there is 
a recognisable affinity, a kind of “ rail- 
way style” permeating them all, and 
some of the buildings, such as those at 
Potters Bar and Portishead are as good 
as any modern railway architecture in 
the world today. All in all, I can give 
you a complete assurance that, within a 
very few years, the whole appearance of 
British Railways and of everything con- 
nected with them, as well as their running 
and carrying efficiency, will have been 
entirely transformed.’ 

The exhibition has been arranged by 
the York Institute of Architectural Study 
in collaboration with Dr. F. C. Curtis, 
architect to the British Transport Com- 
mission. It is housed in the Institute’s 
Micklegate premises at York and will be 
open to the public until May 17. Among 
the exhibits are models of Potters Bar 
and Leytonstone stations, and several 
photographs of modernised stations in the 
North-Eastern Region.

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HREE CURRENT ART 
EXHIBITIONS 


Richness of the London Season 


hy explain the miscellany noted below, 
a cleverer chap would no doubt pre- 
tend that it is an eclectic indication of 
the infinite variety in a London Season 
currently including a spate of art 
exhibitions. But the prosaic fact is that 
they are not the gleanings of a dally- 
dilettante, but simply those manageable 
in the lunch-hour of one who works in 
an office. I hope this may encourage 
other architects, who tend to plead lack 
of opportunity or time to combat that 
shop-worn feeling. None of the 
exhibitions noted closes before the end of 
May, and the Blake one at the end of 
the year, So this note should appear in 
time to jog the memory. 

‘William Blake and his Circle,’ at the 
British Museum, marks the bicentenary 
of the artist-poet’s birth. It follows the 
Museum’s policy of successively display- 
ing selections from its prints and draw- 
ings in a context suggesting the major 
influences upon their authors. Provided 
that too much is not adduced from the 
juxtaposition, this is most welcome and 
useful. For instance, seen in this per- 
spective, the tormented and_ elusive 
genius of Blake seems to me clearly to 
emerge in his ability to visualise every line 
he wrote in terms of layout, illustration 
and typography. In other words he 
made, and not just wrote, his books and 
verses, 

To call Blake a commercial artist on 
this account would be sacrilege, but to 
say that he was designer before he was 
artist would make the same point—and 
moreover one with a _ greater pre- 
occupation with craftsmanship and 
technique than was given to most others 
who elected to illustrate their own 
writings. 

This is perhaps best indicated in the 
wide selection of Blake’s ‘ Illuminated 
Books,’ where generous loan of originals 
have supplemented the collection made 
by the Museum itself, with considerable 
foresight, at a time when this artist’s work 
was less valued, and before the first of its 
periodic fashionable revivals. There is 
an architectural analogy in Blake’s typi- 
tying the Gothic Revival in the literary 
and artistic sense. 


Bernado Bellotto, 1720-1780 


Space can be devoted to this Exhibition 
—at the Whitechapel Art Gallery until 
May 30—with a clear conscience since 
it ls primarily topographical and archi- 
tectural, All but two of the 29 paintings, 
and not a few of the 61 drawings, are 
views of Warsaw or studies for them. 
This represents the entire collection of 
the National Museum of Warsaw, and 
London is favoured in being granted its 
second showing outside Poland (the first 
was in Venice, 1955) on its way to Liver- 
pool and York. 

_ For ready comparison, Bellotto’s work 
s not unlike that of Canaletto (his uncle) 
and in some respects Guardi, without the 
atmospherics.’ But if Bellotto may fall 


short of the Venetian tradition in this 
respect, he compensates in two important 
ones. These are the documentary 
accuracy of his paintings, which made 
them of invaluable help in the restoration 
of Warsaw’s tragic war-damage to her 
historic buildings: and an apparently 
greater interest in people, so that unlike 
his countrymen mentioned above, his 
figures are personalities in their own right, 
often showing a turn of Hogarthian 
satire. 

To the social as well as the art- 
historian, his incidental ‘props’ like 
horses and equipages, military uniforms 
and costume, and such pointed juxta- 
positions as groups of beggars with 
modish gallants and their ladies, or priests 
and prostitutes, will be of as absorbing 
interest as his architectural studies. 


Margaret Calkin James 


The many friends of the late C. H. 
James, and of his wife Margaret will, | 
feel, share my pleasure in such rare pub- 
lic reminders of her work, in which 
‘Jimmy’ took such pride, as is now 
offered in her exhibition of Flower Studies 
in Water Colour at the St. George’s 
Gallery, Cork-street, until the end of 
May. Margaret James is perhaps best 
known for her superb calligraphy and 
illuminating, and I was glad to see that 
a number of the flower studies were 
titled or captioned with her beautiful and 
disciplined lettering. Indeed, the material 
is included for what some discerning pub- 
lisher should find a unique anthology of 
flowers and appropriate verses in italic 
script. 

I feel that Margaret James’ crisp treat- 
ment, in which understanding is 
untouched by sentimentality, is perhaps 
most successful in the smaller works 
where both subject and scale are com- 
pact, and complications of looser 
* picture-making’ do not obscure a tech- 
nique as lucid and explicit as a working 
drawing. Throughout, however, an 
exquisite sense of colour and organic 
form is evident.

The Annual Dinner 


"THE Minister of Works, Mr. HuGu 

MoLson, had some comments to 
make on the Government’s decision, 
announced earlier that day, to introduce 
fixed price tenders for buildings likely 
to be completed within two years, when 
he spoke at the annual dinner of the 
Institute of Builders, held at the Skin- 
ners’ Hall, in the City of London, on 
April 30. The president, Mr. H. S. 
Oddie, was in the chair. 

Mr. Molson, who proposed the toast 
of ‘the Institute of Builders,’ began by 
paying a tribute to the Institute for doing 
more than any other body to raise the 
status of builders from being ordinary 
builders to builders with * big qualifica- 
tions.’ Building, he said, was both a 
science and an art, and he gave three 
reasons why building remained a major 
industry. This was because, first, building 
was the first and foremost of the fine 
arts; secondly, because buildings endured, 
and our fine buildings were part of our 
great heritage; and thirdly, if more start- 
ling progress was made in nuclear physics 
and in aviation, these activities still 
required buildings, and at the present 
time £2,000m. was being invested each 
year in new buildings in this country. 


Higher Qualifications 


It was essential, continued Mr. Molson, 
for the future of science and industry 
that construction methods should pro- 
gress with the times. Buildings had 
accordingly become more complicated, 
and therefore higher qualifications were 
needed for those who did the building 
In this connection he considered that the 
Institute of Builders had done most to 
help builders fulfil the needs of the 
modern world, and _ the Institute’s 
examinations were therefore of increas- 
ing importance in the national life. 

The Minister went on to say that his 
Ministry were probably the biggest indi- 
vidual clients in the industry, and were 
responsible for about £50m. of building 
a year. They did, therefore, know about 
such things as building costs and main- 
tenance, and it was what they knew of 
this that had influenced his announce- 
ment in the House of Commons that day 
that the Government intended to return 
to fixed price tenders for all buildings 
completed in under two years. The build- 
ing industry had suffered during and after 
the war from shortages of materials and 
labour and other difficulties inherent in 
the easy conditions of payment that 
existed during those years. The Govern- 
ment’s decision, he said, meant a return 
to stricter discipline in the interests of 
all. He believed that it would result in 
a general improvement in the efficiency 
of the industry as a whole. On the other 
hand, if the Government wanted a fixed 
price they must be sure of offering the 
builders a ‘ fixed job.’ 

In these circumstances, builders were 
entitled to ask for certain conditions: 
the design of the building must be com- 
pletely settled before tenders were asked 
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for; all building owners must show 
exactly what builders are being asked 
to produce; and all clients must make 
up their minds in advance and not change 
their minds after tenders had been 
invited. He condemned ‘this sloppy and 
slovenly way of asking for something 
vaguely,’ which had been all too preva- 
lent; a tightening up of this would be 
of advantage to the builder, the client 
and the ultimate users of the buildings. 
The decision was, after all, only a return 
to the practice of the pre-war years. 

Another point Mr. Molson made was 
that, if the new system was to work, 
when a tender was sent in it should be 
accepted or rejected within a reasonable 
time. He believed that the key to greater 
efficiency in building lay in accurate 
timing and preplanning of the job, and 
that no skill on the part of others could 
make up for deficiencies in these matters. 
Where this policy could not apply, of 
course, was in experimental buildings 
where changes and modifications had to 
be made as the work progressed. 


‘A Bombshell’ 


THE PRESIDENT, in his response, said 
that the Minister had rather ‘cast a 
bombshell among them’ in the form of 
fixed price tendering. It was not, how- 
ever, his province to reply to that, and 
how glad he was it was not! This must 
be left to Mr. Walden, who had time to 
go back to New Cavendish-street to think 
it over! Mr. Oddie did say, however, 
how delighted he would be if the decision 
was accepted in the spirit in which it 
was made—that of bringing ‘economic 
sanity back to the national life.” The 
Minister could rest assured that the 
whole of the building industry would 
examine the proposals most carefully. 


Continuing, Mr. Oddie said that the 
Institute applauded most heartily the 
Government’s plans for technical educa- 
tion, and he believed that the award of 
a Diploma in Technology was an answer 
to the challenge in technology of other 
countries. In the new conception of the 
importance of technology the building 
industry must not, however, be the Cin- 
derella, and he was glad to learn that the 
University of Manchester had taken a 
lead in this and was about to establish 
a Chair of Building there. This was 
indeed a dream come true. The building 
industry was entitled to the best products 
of the new schools of technology, and 
they must not lag behind other industries 
in the attractiveness with which they 
presented the careers available in build- 
ing. 

Mr. Oddie went on to suggest that a 
Diploma in Building Management might 
be instituted, as ‘something in the way 
of a post-graduate award.’ Without going 
into details, he said that he would like 
to leave this thought with them. The 
President also stated that the Institute’s 
council had under examination the quali- 
fications for membership, and there were 
many members who thought that these 
should be revised. 

The toast of ‘The Guests’ was felici- 
tously proposed by Mr. Harvey G. 
Frost, OBE, and the response was by 
LorD JusTICE SELLERS, MC, who referred 


to the present ‘the builders’ 


millennium.’

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Canadian Tendering Procedure 


GUIDE TO RECOMMENDED PRACTICE 


We reproduce below ‘ A Suggested Guide to Bidding Procedure,’ which describes 
recommended C anadian practice when competitive lump sum bids (tenders) are 


requested. It is based on a similar document published by the American Institute of 


Architects and the Associated General Contractors of America. It has been modified 
1o suit conditions in Canada by representatives of the Royal Architectural Institute 
of Canada and the Canadian Construction Association and bears the approval of both 
organisations. The Guide is reproduced by the courtesy of the RAIC and the CCA. 


THE customary practice of securing 
construction service through com- 
petition is one of long standing. The 
merit of this practice is that such com- 
petition forces the contractor to be 
constantly on the alert in search of new 
methods and more efficient operation. 

To eliminate waste and establish a 
friendly spirit of co-operation between 
the contracting parties and the architect 
and to obtain other objectives, the pro- 
cedure described in this document is 
offered as a guide. It is believed that the 
best interests of the architectural profes- 
sion will be advanced if its members will 
adhere to this procedure. Similarly, if 
contractors and sub-contractors will sup- 
port it, they will further their own 
interests and enhance the prestige of the 
industry. 

The owner has the right to expect, 
when bids are tendered, that the archi- 
tect has used due diligence, reasonable 
skill and good business judgment so that 
he is assured that the accepted contractor 
will deliver to him everything needed 
to complete a project, adequate for the 
purpose intended, without friction, mis- 
understanding or unexpected cost. 

The contractors have a right to expect 
that the information shown on the draw- 
ings and specifications, together with 
information given on local conditions, 
both physical and climatic, are suffici- 
ently clear to enable them to prepare a 
complete and accurate estimate, and that 
they will not be penalised for lack of care 
or skill in the preparation of these docu- 
ments. 

The standard forms of construction 
contract and general conditions should 
be used in all contracts with such 
additional, general and special conditions 
as each contract may require. They are 
drafted with careful regard to the rights 
and responsibilities of both parties and 
the appropriate duties and powers of the 
architect. They aim to establish a national 
standard. 


I. Preliminary Investigation 
_ Plot Plan—(a) Where excavation, 
ioundation and underpinning work is 
involved, a plot plan should be prepared 
and furnished to bidders, showing exist- 
Ing conditions, structures to be removed 
and extevt of underpinning required. 
Sufficient sub-grade surveys should also 
€ provided to indicate clearly under- 
ground conditions and adequate infor- 
mation concerning utilities to be used 
and avoided. If required by the nature 
of the project, this plan should show 
Correct topography of the surface and 


results of borings taken on the site to 
determine sub-soil conditions. 

Local Ordinances.—(b) The contractor 
is entitled to assume that the architect 
has investigated all local ordinances and 
building codes in so far as possible and 
has prepared his plans and specifications 
accordingly. Familiarity with local 
administrative procedures concerning 
building operations is the responsibility 
of the contractor. 

Royalties and Licence Fees—(c) The 
contractor, when estimating, should give 
consideration to any costs that may be 
involved for royalties and licence fees. 





II. Drawings 


Accurate Drawings.—(a) The drawings 
should be clear, accurate and adequately 
dimensioned. 

Standard Symbols.—{b) In indicating 
materials and equipment and their use, 
nationally accepted standard symbols 
should be employed. 

Large Scale Details.—(c) Construction 
sections and large scale details sufficient 
for intelfigent bidding and for the pur- 
pose of correlating all parts of the work 
should be shown with the drawings. This 
is particularly important when the size 
of a project makes it necessary for the 
preparation of the general drawings at 
a scale of + in. = 1 ft. O in. or less. 

Structural, Electrical and Mechanical 
Trades.——(d) When necessary for clear 
indication of structural, electrical and 
mechanical trades, they should be em- 
bodied on separate sets of drawings. 


III. Specifications 
Adequate Description—(a) The speci- 
fications should be complete, clear and 
explicit with adequate description of the 
various classes of work segregated under 
the proper sections and headings. 
Easy Reference.—(b) Each section and 


heading should be identified for easy 
reference. 
Allowances Section.—(c) Allowances 


which are to be carried by the General 
Contractor should be grouped in a 
separate section called ‘* Allowances.’ 
Allowances which are to be carried by 
sub-contractors should be clearly indi- 
cated in the sections of the specifications 
involved. 

Standard Trade Terms.—(d) Standard 
trade terms and_ specifications for 
materials and processes should be used. 

Specifying Materials—(e) The use of 
the term ‘ or equal,’ without prior deter- 
mination of materials that will be accept- 
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able as equal, in an attempt to establish 
a so-called _ ‘open’ _ specification, 
frequently results in uncertainty and mis- 
understanding and should be avoided. 
This can be done in the following ways: 

(1) By specifying the particular 
material desired, if the owner is 
advised and is prepared to risk a non- 
competitive price. 

(2) By specifying two or more 
materials, any one of which is accept- 
able, the choice being left to the 
bidder, preferably to be designated in 
his bid. 

Fire Insurance.—(f) The general con- 
ditions of the contract cover fire insur- 
ance in a general way. The specifications, 
however, should state clearly who is to 
carry the fire insurance and to what 
extent. Any special insurance required 
by the owner should be designated. The 
bidders should include the cost of any 
fire insurance protection they desire, not 
covered by Article 20 of the General 
Conditions or other special provisions of 
the specification. 

Completion daie—(g) If the time of 
completion is the essence of the contract. 
the architect should set a completion 
date, and each bidder should provide in 
his bid all necessary costs to complete the 
project by the time stated. A liquidated 
damage clause may be included. If more 
than one contract is involved the mutual 
responsibility of separate contractors for 
delays and damages must be made clear. 
Any provisions involving, in effect, ‘a 
liquidated damage clause’ for delayed 
completion should ordinarily include a 
provision for a ‘ bonus ” for earlier com- 
pletion. 

Special Form of Contract.—(h) If a 
special form of contract, differing from 
the standard form is to be used, a copy 
should be included in the documents 
submitted to the bidders. 

Methods and Results.—(i) If a specific 
method is required as well as a guarantee 
of the result, the contractor should be 
given the right to protest the method if, 
in his judgment, it may not produce the 
desired results, in which case, an alterna- 
tive method should be designated by 
agreement or arbitration. 


IV. Bidding 


Qualifications of Bidders—(a) Bidders 
should be limited to contractors of estab- 
lished skill, integrity and responsibility, 
and of proved competence for work of 
the character and size involved. They 
should be selected by the architect, or 
by means of prequalification. 

Number of Bidders—(b) Adequate 
price competition should generally be 
obtained. (Six bids are usually considered 
acequate.) 

Plans and Specifications—(c) Each 
bidder who is invited to figure on the 
work should be furnished free of charge 
with at least one set of drawings and 
specifications. In some cases where bid- 
ding time is short, or the work is com- 
plicated, it may be to the owner’s interest 
to provide one or more additional sets. 
If a bidder desires further additional sets 
for preparing his bid, they should be 
provided to him at cost. The bidder 
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should be allowed to retain these draw- 
ings until the contract has been let, or 
until he is definitely out of the com- 
petition. It is proper to require a deposit 
from each bidder, to be refunded to him 
upon return of the document in good 
condition. 

In the case of publicly advertised pro- 
jects, particular attention should be given 
to providing an adequate number of sets 
of documents to meet the needs of the 
bidders. Arrangements should be made 
with the owner with regard to the print- 
ing of extra sets. 

The requirements of the contractor 
who is ultimately awarded the contract 
should also be borne in mind on all con- 
struction projects. 

Sets of documents for use by sub- 
bidders should be provided for display in 
local Builders’ Exchange plan rooms and 
also made available at the architect’s 
office. 

Standard Tender Forms.—(qd) Identical 
tender forms should be furnished to all 
bidders. Wherever possible the form 
should be the Canadian Standard Form 
of Construction. Tender. Contractors 
should be directed to list the names of 
important sub-contractors as required on 
the tender form. Bids that are not sub- 
mitted on the required form should be 
subject to rejection. 

Alternative Bids.—(e) Alternative bids 
should be requested only where they are 
believed to be of special importance to 
the owner, either as a means of (1) 
insuring a bid within a limited appropri- 
ation, or (2) providing an opportunity 
to make an important determination in 
a selection of a material or process. 

In case (1), alternatives should be 
numbered consecutively in the order in 
which the owner is willing to make 
adjustments, and the base bid and its 
alternatives should be combined in deter- 
mining the low bid. 

In case (2), two or more materials 
may be specified from which the owner 
desires an opportunity to make a selec- 
tion, in which case the base bid shall be 
for the particular materials specified and 
alternatives submitted with the base bid. 
stating any change in price involved for 
the alternative materials. 

Time for Preparing Bids.—(f) A 
reasonable time should be allowed for 
preparing bids. In general this should 
be not less than two weeks. In the case 
of large or complicated work, three 
weeks or longer may be desirable. If 
extension of the time for bidding 
becomes necessary, bidders should be 
notified of the new date at least 48 hours 
prior to the original closing date. 
Adequate time in which to prepare 
tenders is essential to sound and effective 
price competition. Except in cases where 
speed is an urgent necessity, it is unwise 
to attempt to save a few days by unduly 
curtailing the time allowed to contractors 
and sub-contractors for the preparation 
of their bids. It is equally important that 
bidders should take full advantage of 
the time allowed. 


So far as is practicable, architects should 


co-operate to avoid conflict of bidding 
dates for important projects. 





Submission of Bids.—(g) Bids should 
be delivered at a designated place and 
not later than a designated time, prefer- 
ably on a Tuesday, Wednesday, Thurs- 
day or Friday afternoon, but not on a 
legal holiday or the day following. 


If bids are not opened in the presence 
of the bidders, a tabulation of all bids 
received may, with the owner’s consent, 
be furnished to each bidder. 


Requirements concerning _ security 
deposits in calling tenders on public 
work should be strictly adhered to. 


Award of Contract.—(h) If bids are 
received only from prequalified and 
invited bidders, the contract should 
generally be awarded to the lowest 
bidder. Action on bids received should 
be taken with reasonable expediency, 
excepting in very special cases and for a 
good cause. (A 15-day limit is sug- 
gested). 

Under no circumstances should a 
bidder be permitted to alter his bid after 
bids have been opened, except in accord- 
ance with the first sentence of the follow- 
ing item entitled ‘ Changes.’ 

Changes.—(i) Minor changes required 
before signing the contract should be 
negotiated only with the selected bidder. 
If major changes are necessary, the 
original bids should be rejected without 
divulging the amount of the tenders, and 
new bids should be secured on the basis 
of revised drawings and specifications. 


Rejection of Bids.—(j) The owner has 
the right to reject all bids for a satisfac- 
tory reason, but not as a subterfuge to 
accept a bidder who did not submit a 
proposal before the prices of the others 
were made public, or to obtain an esti- 
mate of the cost of the work and pro- 
ceed to award it in segregated contracts, 
or to a bidder definitely selected - in 
advance. Such procedure is unfair and 
if persisted in by the owner, the architect 
should resign and if possible prevent the 
use of his drawings and specifications. 


Unit Prices.—(k) Unit Prices on build- 
ing construction projects should only be 
used where the architect decides they are 
necessary and where they can be esti- 
mated with reasonable accuracy. Where 
used, separate prices should be asked 
for ‘ additions to’ and ‘ deductions from’ 
the work as shown. Ordinarily, requests 
for Unit Prices at the time of tendering 
should be limited to Excavation, Con- 
crete, Form Work and Reinforcing Steel 
necessary for adjusting underground 
foundations. Before a contract is signed. 
however, a contractor may be expected 
to provide Unit Prices on bulk quantities 
of major classifications. 


Bid Guarantees and Security Deposits. 
—(l) No security deposit should be 
required on private work from invited 
bidders, although, as an alternative, con- 
tractors may be requested to supply a 
Bid Bond at the time of tendering, to be 
replaced by a Performance Bond, if 
awarded the contract. 


Addenda.—(m) No addenda should be 
issued later than four days before the 
time for receipt of bids. Answers to 
questions from bidders should be written 
and a copy sent to each bidder.

V. Subcontractors 

Basis of Sub-bids.—(a) Every sub.ji 
should be based on identified sections or 
headings in the specifications and the 
related drawings. (A general bidder has 
no responsibility to accept an unsolicited 
sub-bid). 

Mis-use of Sub-Bids.—(b) It is yp. 
ethical, unjust and detrimental to th 
construction industry when a contracto, 
prior to the award of the general contract, 
discloses the amount of sub-bids g 
quotations obtained in confidence for the 
purpose of preparing his bid. 

Receipt of Sub-Bids.—(c) It is desir. 
able that general bidders receive syb. 
bids sufficiently in advance of the time 
for filing general bids to permit adequate 
analysis and compilation. 


VI. Separate Contracts 


Determination of Responsibility) 
When all work necessary for a complete 
project is included under a general con- 
tract, single responsibility for completion 
is secured. When portions of the work 
are let by the owner separately as pro- 
vided for in the General Conditions, 
Article 38, it is important that the specifi. 
cations and drawings make clear beyond 
doubt the elements of the work s0 
handled and the connection of the general 
contractor’s work thereto. 

Individual Responsibility.—(b) The 
provisions of Article 38 apply both to the 
general contractor and to the contractors 
for the items of work let separately. 
Each must be responsible for his own 
work and for proper co-operation with 
the other contractors involved, and 
should recognise this responsibility in 
preparing his bid. 


Research Council Report 

The first annual report of the Heating 
and Ventilating Research Council, BCURA 
Laboratories, Randalls-road, Leatherhead, 
Surrey, describes its activities during this 
formative period. A general outline of the 
research programme is drawn, but its full 
implementation has been retarded by diff- 
culties, common to other research organisa: 
tions, encountered in the recruitment ol 
scientific staff. The main research project at 
present being pursued involves the investiga- 
tion of intermittent heating, with its in- 
portant implications for fuel economy. In- 
telligence and publications services have 
been initiated during the year, and the first 
bulletin of the council was published in 
April. 

It is anticipated in the report that there 
will be a progressive increase in expenditure 
as the number of research staff increases, 
and it may be noted that members of the 
council who are also members of the Heat- 
ing and Ventilating Employers Association 
have provisionally promised a 50 per cent. 
increase in subscriptions during 1958, 
amounting to an additional £2,000 per 
annum, which under present circumstances, 
would earn a DSIR grant of a further £2,000 
per annum. Membership of the council 
at the end of the year totalled 215. Two 
important new members are joining the 
Research Council, the British Transport 
Commission and the British Oil Burner 
Manufacturers Association.

HE Minister of Housing and Local 
T Government has decided to hold a 
ublic inquiry into any objections to the 
amended County of London Development 
Plan arising from the revision of the plan 
for St. Paul’s Cathedral precincts (details of 
which were given in The Builder of April 

4 
oo announced this in the Com- 
mons on May 1. He was asked by Mr. 
PARKER What action he proposed to take 
about the revision of the St. Paul s plan. 

‘The London County Council, Mr. 
BROOKE stated in a written reply, ‘have now 
submitted for my approval an amendment 
of the County of London Development 
Plan making new proposals for the area 
around the Cathedral. Before giving my 
decisions on these proposals, which are 
being advertised, I intend to arrange for a 
public local inquiry into any objections or 
representations which may be made to me. 


Gaiety Theatre Site 


On the previous day, that on which the 
House resumed after the Easter recess, Mr. 
Brooke had informed the House that he 
could not call in for decision by himself 
the application for development of the 
Gaiety Theatre site in the Strand. 

He had been asked by MR. PARKER to 
call in the planning inquiry so that action 
might be taken to ensure the replacement 
of the theatre by a building worthy of the 
site. 

Mr. BROOKE said that planning permission 
for the design of the new office building 
to be erected on this site was given by the 
London County Council in December last 
year. He could not, therefore, call the appli- 
cation in for decision by himself. 


Planning Appeals 


Mr. PEYTON asked the Minister what re- 
sults his efforts to reduce the length of time 
taken in considering appeals under the 
Town and Country Planning Act had had. 

Mr. BRooKE, replying on April 30, said: 
The number of appeals being settled each 
month has much increased over the last year, 
and the number awaiting decision is sub- 
stantially less than it was a year ago. 

He added in another reply that in July 
last year 344 cases were settled, but last 
month the number was S501. 

Mr. RAYMOND Gower suggested that the 
Act was being used to stifle completely the 
natural desire of people to build places in 
the country for their retirement, and the 
excess zeal for the green belts was being 
carried to extremes. 

MR. BROOKE: I cannot accept that general- 
isation. Each case needs to be examined 
on its merits. 

Me. A. J. IRVINE asked the Minister how 
Many appeals under Section 16 of the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, were 
allowed, dismissed, and withdrawn, respec- 
tively, during 1956. 

Mr. BROOKE: 1,425 were allowed, 2,944 
Were dismissed and 2,166 were withdrawn. 


Somerset Development Plan 


Mr. Peyton asked the Minister when he 
&xpects to be able to make a decision on 











the Somerset County Development Plan. 

Mr. BROOKE: As I explained on March 14, 
I shall be ready to give my formal approval 
to the plan when the maps have been revised 
to give effect to modifications which J intend 
to make. This work is being undertaken 
by the County Council and I cannot say 
when they will complete it, though I am 
sure they will do it as quickly as they can. 

Mr. PEYTON asked if the Minister thought 
it wrong that this plan which was several 
years old, should still be incomplete, and 
that as a result it should be obstructing 
much needed hospital development in his 
constituency. He realised the Minister had 
no direct responsibility in the matter, but 
could he use his best offices to speed the 
matter. 

Mr. BROOKE said he could assure Mr. 
Peyton that there would be no exceptional 
delay in the final approval of the plan. He 
had made inquiries about the hospital and 
assured himself that there could be no delay 
caused at the moment by the existing 
circumstances of the development plan. 


Town Development Facilities 

Mr. IRVINE asked the Minister by what 
methods he proposed to encourage greater 
use of the facilities offered to receiving 
authorities by the Town Development Act, 
1952. 

Mr. BROOKE: I am sure that the key to 
this lies in helping the receiving local 
authorities to understand what is involved, 
and how the reception of overspill may be 
made to bring real benefit to their districts. 
This is being done in various ways. My 
officers are in contact with many potential 
receiving authorities; and so is Sir Humfrey 
Gale, who is assisting the department in 
promoting overspill arrangements. Some 
exporting authorities have established excel- 
lent co-operation with local authorities who 
may be able to help them; and some 
county councils are giving great assistance 
to their district councils. There is much 
more to be done, but I believe that during 
the next few years an increasing use will be 
made of the facilities offered. 


Housing Subsidies, Liverpool 


Mrs. BrApDpDocK asked the Minister what 
reply he had sent to the Liverpool City 
Council who had asked him to meet a 
deputation after his refusal to allow subsidy 
under the Housing Subsidies Act, 1956, for 
house building at Kirkby, Liverpool. 

Mr. Brooke: I have informed the council 
that I am willing to meet a deputation on 
this matter. 

Mrs. BRADDOCK said that the prospect of 
having to pay a sum of £200,000 a year for 
60 years was something which had staggered 
the people of Liverpool. 

New Town Finance 

Mr. GRAEME FINLAY asked the Minister 
if, taking into account the special financial 
problems arising from the development of 
the new towns, in the areas of which the 
local authorities had to provide over a short 
period the full range of services which in 
older towns had been built up over many 
years at much lower levels of cost, he would 
cause these problems to receive particular 
consideration during the current review of 
local government finance. 

He also asked the Minister if he would 
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introduce a weighting factor enabling extra 
finance to be granted in respect of the 
planned expansion of new towns in county 
areas taking into account that the full range 
of services had to be provided over a short 
period. 

Mr. Brooke: I have arranged for this to 
be taken into consideration in the detailed 
discussions now in progress with the local 
authorities. 

Mr. FINtay asked if the Minister would 
also take into consideration not only the 
high costs of the new towns, but also their 
peculiar age structure—there was a super- 
abundance of children—and that the ex- 
tremely rapid growth created special finan- 
cial burdens for the inhabitants of the area. 

Mr. BROOKE said the working party was 
making a special study of local government 
finance, and they would take into account 
anything that was said in the House. 

Mr. MITcHISON asked if the Minister was 
going to introduce a weighting factor to 
enable extra finance to be granted for the 
matters mentioned in Mr. Finlay’s second 
question. 

Mr. BROOKE said that some years ago the 
Edwards Committee had suggested that a 
weighting factor should be introduced. The 
working party was covering the same ground 
again, and would take into consideration 
everything which had been said by that com- 
mittee in the light of modern conditions and 
would advise him in the matter. 


ISSUE OF 
EXPLANATORY DRAWINGS 


JSCC’s Recommendation 


IN JULY, 1956, the Joint Consultative Com- 
mittee of Architects, Quantity Surveyors 
and Builders issued the following procedure 
note: ‘ At the request of the Joint Consulta- 
tive Committee of Architects, Quantity Sur- 
veyors and Builders, the Council of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects has con- 
sidered a proposal that explanatory drawings 
should be issued with tender documents and 
bills of quantities. In agreeing to this pro- 
posal the RIBA Council stipulated that the 
drawings should be issued subject to the 
provisos: 


(a) that the practice was not mandatory; 

(b) that the drawings were to be used 
solely for the purpose of explaining the 
nature of the scheme, ie, they did not form 
part of the contract in any sense. 


‘The Joint Consultative Committee 
strongly recommend the issue of the ex- 
planatory drawings referred to and have 
expressed the hope that the practice will 
become widely established. 

‘Where contractors are unsuccessful in 
tendering and explanatory drawings have 
been furnished, these drawings should be 
returned to the architect for further use.’ 

The Joint Consultative Committee wish 
again to draw the attention of all concerned 
to this procedure note and to add that the 
Standing Joint Committee for the standard 
method of measurement of building works 
have informed them that, in their opinion, 
the provision of drawings, as recommended, 
could lead to the simplification of the stan- 
dard method and, in any case, would assist 
builders tendering to give a closer estimate 
of the costs of any project. 
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IELMBA Accident Prevention Conference 


Building Industry ‘ Accident Prone’ says Minister 


J MPLOYERS and those concerned 
with management from many firms 
and organisations, attended the London 
Master Builders’ Association Accident 
Prevention Conference held in the hall of 
the Royal Empire Society, Northumber- 
land-avenue, WC2, on May 3. 

In welcoming the delegates, Mr. W. 
Kirsy LAING, chairman, said that the 
subject of accident prevention was con- 
sidered by the LMBA to be one of their 
most important duties at the present 
time. He stressed the need for employers 
to set an example to their staffs in taking 
precautions to reduce the number of acci- 
dents occurring in the building industry. 
He then introduced the RT. Hon. IAIN 
MAcLEoD, MP, Minister of Labour and 
National Service, who began by con- 
gratulating the LMBA for organising the 
conference. 

‘Statistics are a good thing to start with, 
he said. ‘They show how much there is to 
be done. The building industry is an acci- 
dent prone one with a greater number of 
fatalities than in any other industry.” 

The number of accidents in 1955 was 86 
per cent. of the number which took place 
in 1949. In the building industry, however, 
the Minister pointed out, during the same 
period the number of accidents had risen 
by 25 per cent. In the London area this was 
15 per cent., which was better than the rest 
of the country, ‘ which is all the more reason 
for you to give the lead,’ he emphasised. 

‘We must claw these figures down from 
this high level and I would remind you that 
it is the duty of every employer to take 
responsibility for the safety of his work- 
men. It is a common law duty. It is impos- 
sible to frame precise regulations to cover 
conditions in the industry. Teamwork and 
co-operation are both essential for progress. 


Factory Inspectorate 


‘There are no blueprints for safety,’ he 
continued, ‘but at every single stage you 
should check for safety and reject any 
methods involved at any stage if unsafe to 
human life. You can do a great deal in 
training the worker and it is not enough to 
have a safety officer and then assume that 
everything is all right.’ 

The part that the Ministry of Labour was 
playing, Mr. Macleod said, could be seen 
in the fact that last year a full scale revision 
of the factory inspectorate had taken place. 
In sectors where there had been found to be 
a shortage of inspectors the number had 
been increased. Twenty-six extra inspectors 
of building sites and general engineering 
construction had been employed. Their 
task was to see that the benefits of the in- 
crease accrued to the building and civil 
engineering sphere. It had also been decided 
in the last week or two, he added, to try to 
form a standing advisory committee for 
these industries to deal with the problems 
involved. Replies to letters sent out had 
proved hopeful. 

Finally, he said: ‘I think this conference 
will do good long after we have dispersed 
today. I would ask you to go away with one 
resolve—to cut the number of accidents in 
your firm as much as humanly possible.’ 


Sir Ewart SmitH, FRS, vice-chairman of 
the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents, followed to speak on ‘ Produc- 
tivity, Efficiency and Safety.’ These three 
factors, he believed, marched hand in hand. 
The preliminary point in all these matters 
was to define the objects and apply measure- 
ments at every stage. It was not possible to 
measure accurately productivity or safety, 
but it was possible to measure the rate of 
improvement and if this change was posi- 
tive, improvement followed automatically. 


Attitude of Mind 


Giving details of the findings of pro- 
ductivity teams sent to America some years 
ago, Sir Ewart said that in one organisation, 
which had the lowest accident rate, only 
one accident occurred per 100,000 hours 
worked. Everyone in this organisation spent 
20 minutes each week on safety matters 
which included lectures, films, etc. Every 
lost time accident was reported as soon as 
it happened. 

The biggest single benefit, he said, was 
that this organisation had — stimulated 
managerial initiative in no uncertain way 
and had thus prevented accidents and saved 
money. Attitude of mind was all important 
and in the building industry it was essential 
to be clear about objectives; the prime one 
should be to get the best out of what we 
had. 

‘Fortunately, he went on, ‘in your 
industry, you and the people who work for 
you, do a useful, practical job. Your workers 
see the job in its entirety and know what 
part they have played. Do not underestimate 
the importance of this. Many people in 
other industries only do a small part of the 
whole job and never see the complete pic- 
ture.’ 

In conclusion, Sir Ewart said: ‘ All you 
should be concerned with is to show a good 
rate of progress—everything will follow on 
if this is good. In 25 years this country has 
progressed a great deal, but I think this 
could be doubled and trebled if we seek 
the knowledge available in the world.’ 

In an address on ‘Supervision and 
Regulations, SiR GEORGE BARNETT, HM 
Chief Inspector of Factories, said that his 
department was anxious ‘to do what they 
could in the problem of accident prevention. 
Giving figures for 1956 of the number of 
accidents, he said that these showed an in- 
crease on the previous year. The total num- 
ber of accidents was 14,820 with 186 
fatalities. In 1955 the figures were 14,561 
with 184 fatalities. An average of four men 
were killed each week. 


Since the regulations had been introduced 
the department had organised a large num- 
ber of lectures to federations, associations 
and organisations all over the country. It 
was hoped that more of this could be done. 
‘It is quite clear,’ he said, ‘that so far as 
the building trade is concerned accidents 
depend on the extent of constant super- 
vision able to be arranged. In factories it 
is possible to provide safety equipment 
such as guard rails, etc. On buildings, how- 
ever, things change from day to day. This 
problem can only be overcome by constant 
and intimate inspection and _— supervi- 
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sion to ensure that all the safety regula- 
tions are carried out and _ precautions 
taken even over and above the legal Tequire- 
ments.’ 

Sir George continued to say that Most of 
the accidents in the building jndys 
occurred through falls. In 1956 there Were 
117 accidents to men working on roofs of 
which 15 were fatal. Here again the answer 
was largely a matter of supervision and 
people had to be trained to use the pre- 
cautionary methods provided. 

Other causes which accounted for large 
numbers of accidents were falls from ladders 
and the failure of appliances and gear such 
as hoists, cranes, excavators, etc. There were 
regulations set down governing methods to 
be used in preventing all the accidents, |p 
particular he stressed a regulation which 
stated that every employer and contractor 
who employed over 50 people must provide 
one or more safety officers who were not 
only required to see that the regulations 
were adhered to but to advise on any other 
safety measures which could be taken. 

Mr. PETER TRENCH, OBE, TD, B&, 
followed with an address on ‘ The Cost of 
Accidents.’ In the company he worked for, 
he said, all accidents, whether reportable, 
that was involving three days’ absence or 
more, or non-reportable, however trivial, 
were recorded, In this way, statistics were 
made available which proved to be very 
interesting. 


Varying Ratio 

It was shown from these that there were 
at least 40 non-reportable accidents to every 
reportable one. The cost of the latter was 
apt to be disregarded mainly because few 
people were aware of their incidence. The 
ratio varied from job to job according to its 
nature, its geography, the time of year and 
the safety consciousness of the general fore- 
man. 

“It has been as much as 80 to I on one 
job and 14 to 1 on another,’ he said. ‘But 
for the whole of last year on all our jobs 
it averaged 40 to 1. It is, of course, the 
total that matters and not the ratio, but 
remembering that some 14,000 accidents 
were reported to the factory department 
and a number which should have been 
reported were not, this ratio assumes 
some importance. For if 40 to 1 is anything 
like a national average, the true total of all 
accidents in the industry is some 575,000 
per annum.’ 

Mr. Trench then went on to give details 
of costs incurred as a result of accidents. 
These, he said, included: The wages paid, 
but not earned, of (a) The injured man. (b) 
Other operatives who stop work, from 
curiosity, from sympathy or to help. (c) 
General foreman, trades foreman, time- 
keeper, etc., in helping, investigating and 
reporting and arranging for continuity of 
work; the costs of taking on another man, 
of the interruption of planned sequence of 
work, of lower morale of fellow workers 
and consequent lower productivity, of 
damage to materials and plant, incidental 
costs such as taxi, phone calls, welfare, 
overheads, first aid equipment, etc.; the cost 
of initial lower productivity on return of 
injured man to work, head office costs, In 
surance, This ignored the cost to the in- 
jured man and to:the nation. ; 

Mr, Trench then went into in detail the 
time spent in assisting a man involved in 4 
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aratively minor accident and the effects 


pig om jn time. One recorded case of 
> fall and a resultant dislocated shoulder 


cost £2 58. 3d., another, an eye injury, cost 
g1 19s. 14d. All these accidents could have 
been avoided, he pointed out. 

‘These are Minor accidents, those where a 
man is away for less than three days and 
where, therefore, an employer is not under 
any legal obligation to report them. The cost 
of a reportable accident, according to our 
gatistics, can be as little as £8 7s. 6d. and 
ys much as £72 14s.’ 

Continuing, he said: “There is one way 
to reduce the cost of accidents and that is 
to reduce the number of accidents and to 
do this may I suggest three courses of 
action: 1. Assess the size of the problem in 
your own organisation by recording all 
accidents, however trivial, and, if possible, 
putting a price on them. 2. Accept the Build- 
ing Regulations as a guide to good practice; 
compliance will be to your economic ad- 
vantage. Distribute abbreviated copies of 
these regulations to your supervisory staff. 
3. Make your staff appreciate that you 
personally are concerned with this very 
important function of management.’ 

Protective Clothing 

In the discussion which followed several 
points were raised. One member of the audi- 
ence asked if it would not be beneficial to 
make it compulsory to report any accident 
involving loss of time over one day or shift 
instead of three days. SiR GEORGE BARNETT, 
in answering, stated that it might be interest- 
ing to get the figures resulting from such a 
measure, but in his opinion it would not be 
of great benefit and would only place a 
larger burden of work on the factory 
department in getting the statistics out. 

The question of what percentage of 
builders had been proved to be negligent in 
accident cases, was posed by one delegate. 
Sir George said that there were no statistics 
available to cover this but it was usually 
found that any negligence involved worked 
out equally between worker and employer. 

The use of protective clothing such as 
headgear, goggles, boots, etc., came in for 
some discussion. Sir George Barnet said 
that this was a most important point. In 
America they paid much more attention to 
the provision of protective equipment. Mr. 
TRENCH said that the attitude to this question 
was different in this country. ‘It is one thing 
to issue protective clothing and another to 
get people to wear it. How do you get men 
on a site to wear goggles?’ This was one 
of the problems he thought should be gone 
into by the LMBA Accident Prevention 
Committee. 

On the use of posters to warn workers of 
the dangers involved, it was thought that 
these had some effect but were not as effec- 
tive as they might be. The use of films was 
also raised, but one member of the audience 
criticised the fact that although many other 
countries had made films on the subject, 
Britain had only one available which was 
made eight years ago and was referred to 
4s ‘Old Fa‘thful.” Sir GeorGe BARNETT, in 
replying, said that one of the problems was 
0 put into films constructive suggestions as 
(0 how to avoid accidents. It was also diffi- 
cult to know just how successful campaigns 
and film propaganda were. ‘It doesn’t seem 
'0 be Government policy at the present 
time to spend money on films,’ he added. 


FRENCH CLIMBING 
CRANES 


Used on Kensington Site 
By Our Own Representative 


A DEMONSTRATION of two French 
se climbing cranes took place on a site 
at Treverton-street, Kensington, on May 2. 
Supplied to the contractors, Leslie and Co., 
Ltd., Peel-street, W10, by Pingon Tower 
Cranes, Ltd., these cranes are being used for 
the first time in London on two 11-storey 
blocks of flats being built for the borough. 


The crane is erected inside the building 
in the position of a lift shaft and the build- 
ing rises around it. When two or three 
storeys of framework have been built, the 
mast of the crane is made to climb up the 
shaft, by means of a winch, and secured in 
its new position. When the top storey of 
framework has been erected the crane can 
be dismantled and lowered over the side. It 
can also be used as a rail-mounted crane or 
in a fixed position, anchored to the side of 
the building. 


Consisting of interchangeable sections of 
angle iron the mast does not rotate. The 
jib slews from the top on a Roballo Slewing 
race, a German invention which has been 
used for the turrets of tanks. 


The crane can be controlled either from 
its cab inside the mast or by remote control 
from any convenient position through a con- 
trol box on a wandering lead. The operator 
is, therefore, free to move about to get the 
best view for its working. The control box 
is portable, normally carried on a harness 
over the operator’s shoulders. On it are 12 
push-buttons, two for each motion, operat- 
ing contactors and reversers through relays 
powered from a transformer which reduces 
the current to 48 volts for safety. A green 
light glows on the box while the crane is in 
operation. If it be overloaded, a red light 
shows and a warning buzzer sounds. This 
remote control makes the employment of a 
banks man unnecessary. 


Advantages claimed are that the cranes 
have enabled builders to set up concreting

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plant which would have been uneconomical 
without them; traditional standing scaffold- 
ing is not needed; reinforcement cages can 
be prefabricated on the ground and bricks 
handled in bulk; time and labour are also 
saved. 

On the Treverton-street site some of the 
work is being carried out by more usual 
methods and it is estimated, for comparison, 
that a floor recently concreted could have 
been done in half the time and with 60 per 
cent. fewer man hours if the crane and con- 
creting plant had been used. So far the 
programmed time for each floor has been 
cut by about one third. 

The P13 has been tested at the Building 
Research Station and although our safety 
regulations are more stringent than those on 
the Continent, it passed all the tests satis- 
factorily. 

Pingon Tower Cranes, Ltd., who offices 
are at 68, Victoria-street, SW1, have set up 
a technical advisory service to assist contrac- 
tors faced with special problems. 


RAPID BUILDING AT 
BIRKENHEAD 


Swedish Method of Construction 


THE SHELL of the first block of skyscraper 
flats for Birkenhead was completed recently 
two hours ahead of schedule. The work 
was accomplished in 19 days. A Swedish 
method of on-the-site construction is being 
used by the contractors, W. Thornton and 
Sons, Ltd., of Liverpool, on this 103 ft. high 
building. 

The complete scheme will provide for six 
ll-storey blocks with acconamodation for 
240 families. Cost is estimated at £617,000. 
The flats will be ready for occupation with- 
in five months instead of the normal 12 
months. Mr. Donald Bradshaw, FRIBA, 
was responsible for designing the building. 


Plans for other skyscrapers have been 
announced by Councillor J. H. Roberts, 
chairman of Birkenhead’s housing com- 
mittee. These will be built on suitable sites 
in the centre of the town and possibly on 
the new estate at Woodchurch. 


SAFETY TRAINING 


Southern Counties’ Foremen’s 
Course 


A MORNING COURSE in building safety was 
held on May 4 at Brighton by the Sussex 
Industrial Accident Prevention Group, in 
conjunction with the Brighton, Hove and 
District Building Trades Employers’ 
Association. Chairman of the course was 
Mr. R. H. Braybon, MBE, MIOB, who is 
president of the Association and a_ vice- 
president of the Southern Counties Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers. The 
course was addressed on ‘ Building trades 
hazards and accident prevention in the 
building industry, and a film entitled 
‘Watch Your Step’ was shown. 

The Southern Counties Federation of 
Building Trades Employers are attaching 
increasing importance to the role of fore- 
men in their campaign to reduce the acci- 
dent rate, and this is one of several courses 
on building safety for foremen which will 
be held throughout the Southern Counties 
this year. 
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Factory Equipment Exhibition 
ITEMS OF INTEREST TO THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 


HE fifth Factory Equipment Exhibition, 

sponsored by ‘The Factory Manager’ 
and ‘ Factory Equipment News,’ closed last 
week at Earls Court. So far, with 300 
exhibitors, this was the largest yet. The 
range was wide, and the week’s proceedings 
included conferences and meetings, demon- 
strations and fashion shows; British Produc- 
tivity Council being prominently involved. 


The exhibition -was opened by the Rt. 
Hon. Iain Macleod, MP, Minister of Labour 
and National Service, to the accompaniment 
of fanfares of trumpets composed by Arthur 
Bliss and George W. Hespe, Musical Direc- 
tor of the Ferodo Works Band, who sup- 
plied the trumpeters. 


Among the items of interest at this exhi- 
bition were seen the following: —A range of 
portable hydraulic equipment designed to 
meet all accident situations. Manufactured 
under licence from an American company 
by E. P. Barrus (Concessionaires), Ltd., the 
equipment is available in four kits between 
4 and 20 short ton capacities. They con- 
sist of a ‘ Porto-Power’ hydraulic unit, i.e., 
a ram and a hand-operated pump joined by 
a flexible hose giving remote operation, and 
attachments which thread to the ram to 
harness it for all rescue operations. It can 
also be used for a great many building 
operations such as bracing walls and tunnels 
lifting concrete slabs and fallen roofs, and 
freeing jammed machinery. 


One of the tallest exhibits was a tower 
built of ‘Chevron’ slotted angle, by Chevron 
Structural Units, Ltd., of Victoria-street, 
SW1. Three sizes of angle were shown, the

Cadet 14 by 14 by 16 swg., the Standard, 
2 by 2 by 14 swg., and the Major, 3 by 2 by 
14 swg. The stand of E. G. Solomon con- 
tained several different types of copying 
machines for office use, one in particular 
will copy in seven different colours at once. 
The smaller office photo-copying machine 
will copy documents in less than a minute. 

The ‘Kee Klamp’ cycle racks consist of 
a very simple shelter with specially designed 
hooks for supporting the front end of the 
bicycle. They are made by Geo. H. Gas- 
coigne Co., Ltd., of Reading, in six-cycle 
units. The units, with tubular galvanised 
steel frames, can be connected end to end 
indefinitely with special clamps and spigots. 

Hot-water skirting convector heaters were 
shown by Hunt & Moscrop, Ltd., of Middle- 
ton, Manchester, in several sizes and appli- 
cations. Consisting simply of finned heat- 
ing pipes in louvred covers, the pitch of the 
spiral fins and the size of the pipe can be 
varied to suit conditions and outputs re- 
quired, 

Adapta-Charts, Ltd., of Hammersmith- 
road, London, W14, were showing several 
examples of their ‘Movigraph’ wall charts, 
made up with a large selection of special 
signals, keys, etc., to cover all sorts of pro- 
gress and control situations, on a perfor- 
ated board. By the use of coloured elastic, 
subdivisions can be made and lines of pro- 
gress marked; a cursor can be used to signify 
the date or any other lineal information. 

Power and free-rail conveyors, capable of 
heavy loads, were shown by Crescent-Webb, 
Ltd., Borough High-street, SE1. The flexi- 
bility of the overhead conveyors in both 
vertical and horizontal planes 
was apparent. Also shown 
were floor-line conveyors. 

Oil-burning equipment was 
a feature of the Lucas stand, 
the Lucas low-pressure Oil-O- 
Matic burners displayed being 
coupled to various types of 
boiler. In addition, an earlier 
version of this unit which has 
been in operation for practic- 
ally 30 years was displayed on 
a rotating stand alongside the 
latest type which incorporates 
a photo-electric cell flame 
sensing device, its electric 
‘eye’ watching the flame and 
actuating the ignition and 
burner circuits accordingly, 

On the Thornycroft stand 
were seen examples of oil fuei- 
burning equipment for marine 
and industrial applications. 
This equipment covers an out- 
put range of from 150 to 2,500 
Ibs. per hour. A five-burner 
furnace front was shown and 
also a single-burner unit speci- 
ally mounted to facilitate de- 
monstration. Of particular 
interest was a working model 
of a typical boiler house 
clearly illustrating the simple 
cycle from the delivery of fuel 
by road tanker to combustion 
in the furnace. 
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Equipment was shown by Nuclear Fp. 
gineering, Ltd., of Greenwich Metal Works 
London, SE7, for the shielding and handling 
of radioactive isotopes which are being . 
creasingly used in industry to-day for radio. 
graphy of welds, castings in foundries 
assemblies, etc. The range of Products i. 
cludes containers housing up to four isotopes 
each, any of which may be used accordin 
to the requirements of the work jn incr 
Also featured are remote controls whereby 
the selected isotope may be projected oy: 
of the container to any position, the operator 
remaining at a safe distance. 

G. A. Harvey & Co. (London), Ltd, exhi- 
bited equipment for the methodical storage 
and efficient stock control of the moder 
factory. ‘Harvey’ storage racks, bins and 
shelving are claimed to be economical in 
initial cost and installation and require little 
or no upkeep. The range of steel office 
furniture includes such items as double and 
single pedestal desks, filing cabinets and cup- 
boards. 


FIXED PRICE 
TENDERING 
Civil Engineering Contractors’ 
Views 


(COMMENTING on the statement by the 
Minister of Works on April 30 about 
fixed price tendering for Government build- 
ing and civil engineering contracts, THE 
CHAIRMAN of the Federation of Civil Engi- 
neering Contractors said on May 1: 

‘Contractors are always ready to under- 
take work at fixed prices provided that the 
risks are not unreasonable. We therefore 
attach importance to the limiting criteria 
that jobs must be thoroughly planned in 
advance, which is essential for firm pricing, 
and that the estimated contract period must 
be no more than two years, which is the 
absolute maximum that contractors can be 
expected to see ahead in the present circum- 
stances. 

‘It is to be hoped, too, that the 
nationalised industries and the materials 
supply industries will be able to hold their 
prices for a similar period of time.’

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Housing in Coventry 
TALK AT HOUSING CENTRE 


N account ol the housing work 
A undertaken since the first world wat 
and planned {for the immediate future by 
Coventry City Council was given in a 
talk at the Housing Centre, Sulfolk-street, 
sWi, recently, by Mr. A. G. LING, 
pA, ARIBA, MTPI, city architect and 
planning officer. ; 

After tracing the history of the expan- 
sion of Coventry to its present popula- 
tion of 270,000, Mr. Ling said most of 
the housing in the city between the two 
wars was speculative. During the last 
war additional housing © in € oventry 
became urgent because of the existence 
of ‘Shadow’ factories there and manu- 
facturers changing over from_ bicycles 
and cars to armaments. But after a time 
the Government clamped down on the 
City Council’s wartime housing, when 
some of the municipal houses had not 
reached full maturity. 

Mr. Ling went on to show a slide of 
some odd-looking single-storey houses 
which were the result of this Government 
action. They appeared to have chimney 
stacks of a height adequate for two-storey 
dwellings, projecting curiously high above 
the roofs of the low houses. 

To overcome shortages towards the 
end of and immediately after the war all 
sorts of expedients were tried, such as 
asbestos pressure pipes as purlins in the 
roof, asbestos sheets for roofing material, 
and in one scheme there was single-stack 
plumbing which !ed to the permanent 
waiving of the by-laws (the LCC had 
recently followed suit). 


The experiments carried out in 
Coventry during the war were, Mr. Ling 
claimed, in some ways the prototypes ol 
the Arcon and BSF houses and the pre- 
fabricated steel and other 
bungalows. 

The ‘blitz’ on Coventry wiped out 
about 5,500 dwellings in the city, mostly 
in a small area. One-third of these were 
scheduled under the 1936 Act as slums. 

The first post-war housing at Coventry 
took the form of caravans, which ap- 
peared without warning in the centre of 
the city, but eventually these were moved 
to two sites on the outskirts. People 
seemed very keen to stay in these, but 
the City Council had refused to allow 
any more caravan sites and eventually 
the existing ones were got rid of. 


Low Density Development 


The earliest blocks of flats erected by 
the Council were of four storeys, with 
three to four flats to a block. These 
were of brick construction. Immediately 
after the war very low housing densities 
were common. Three-storey flats also 
built by the Council won one of the 
Ministry of Housing medals. 

In 1951 the city development plan was 
produced, providing for a number of 
neighbourhood units. One new estate was 
at Tile Hill, a district centre. The houses 
were planned exactly in squares, with a 
density of 43 to the acre. Although much 
higher than the density planned for the 
new towns, this still seemed very low. 

Another estate of ‘ No Fines’ dwellings 
of three-storey blocks was built and four- 
storey dwellings on the same principle 
planned, but Mr. Ling thought one could 
not go above this height with this type

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of construction, unless a reinforced con- 
crete frame were put in. Old people’s 
bungalows and three-storey blocks of flats 
were other schemes the Council had 
carried out, and now they were erecting 
four-storey point blocks. 

Erection of brick dwellings had been 
handicapped by the fact that the local 
bricklayers were mostly rushing off to 
work for contractors who were putting 
up houses for sale. The bricklayers were 
being paid at piecework rates for this 
work, which Mr. Ling did not think was 
very good for the houses. 

On the Tile Hill estate the Council had 
constructed a series of maisonette blocks 
set above shops, with a little piazza 
between two blocks, and on the same 
site were Il-storey point blocks of flats. 
All the shops were designed by the hous- 
ing department. 

The second district centre scheme, 
which the Council was just about to get 
down to seriously, was on the east side 
of the city. Here there would be a shop- 
ping centre on the basis of a precinct, 
with traffic eliminated. Maisonette blocks 
would be placed in a sort of enclosure 
with tall blocks of flats, the height of the 
latter probably being about 15 storeys. 
In each block would be two lifts, with a 
central lobby. 

In another area the City Council was 
applying the precinct principle to the 
houses themselves as well as to the shops. 
There would be about 500 dwellings in 
this scheme. Complete freedom from 
traffic worries for the housewife would 
be provided under this scheme as far as 
the safety of children was concerned. 

The City Council was facing two big 
problems in housing to-day, said Mr. 
Ling. One was that of slum clearance. 
Although there were not many slum 
houses left, the slum clearance facing the 
Council was more that of clearance of 
outworn houses than of houses which 
had become completely uninhabitable. 


Older People’s Needs 


Since the war some 17,000 houses had 
been erected in Coventry—11,000 by the 
Corporation and 6,000 by private enter- 
prise. The housing waiting list had been 
reduced from 13,000 to 5,600. Of those 
5,600, 45 per cent. were asking for one- 
bedroom accommodation. Quite a lot 
of the demand was from older people in 
the older areas. Many of the younger 

eople had moved out to the outskirts 
of the city and the older people had been 
left behind in rather wretched houses 
with too much room for their needs. To 
deal with the problem of the central area 
the Council proposed to build 10-storey 
blocks of flats, with four-storey develop- 
ment later. 

In conclusion, Mr. Ling said that the 
biggest problem before the Council was 
that of speculative building with its hap- 
hazard development and_ unattractive 
styles. It was proving too much for 
planning control, but they had got to- 
gether with the Builders’ Federation and 
the Coventry Society of Architects to 
open a drive to improve standards of 
construction and design of housing on 
private sites. The employment of archi- 
tects wherever possible was _ being 
insisted on. ©

WORK OF NATIONAL 
FEDERATION 


Mr. N. Longley’s Address to Build- 
ing Estimators 


HE London Branch of the Institute of 

Building Estimators recently held a 
meeting at the Bedford Corner Hotel, with 
Mr. D. L. Mudd in the chair. 

The meeting was addressed by Mr. 
NORMAN LONGLEY, CBE, who spoke about 
the work of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers and the Inter- 
national Federation. 

‘The Federation operates on three levels, 
National, Regional and Local,’ said Mr. 
Longley. ‘The small problems are dealt 
with locally. Those that cannot be dealt 
with at that level go to the region, and the 
few problems that cannot be settled satis- 
factorily by the region go to the national 
level. 

‘The Federation Council has _ varjous 
committees for dealing with different aspects 
of its work. The Finance Committee de- 
cided that the most equitable system of 
financing the Federation is by means of a 
charge based upon a wage roll. The 
Executive Council meets frequently and 
deals with items requiring detailed study 
and makes recommendations to the Council. 


‘The Wages and Conditions Committee 
deals with unions, and its work is probably 
the most widely known. The Contract 
Committee forms the basis of the Contracts 
Tribunal with the RIBA and the RICS, 
which for many years has been the body 
which makes the RIBA Form of Contract. 
This committee has now widened its scope 
to deal with local authorities. 


‘The Federation has an annual general 
meeting in January,’ the speaker continued, 
‘when we change officers, and a summer 
meeting, which is largely social, but at 
which a certain amount of business is done. 
We stand for free enterprise, but when 
people are trying to earn a living they like 
to be protected and have their work made 
more easy, so that we have to tread warily 
between restrictive practices and free enter- 
prise. We have a large number of links, 
of which some are trade unions, Holidays- 
with-Pay Scheme, RIBA, RICS and the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors. 


Building Education 


‘Members join the Institute of Builders 
in an individual capacity, but at the present 
time the Institute and the Federation are 
closely associated and have set up a Board 
of Building Education which we hope will 
produce good results in education. 


‘We sit with other representatives on the 
Government’s National Consultative Coun- 
cil, which meets from time to time to hear 
representations from unions and_ builders 
and to hear anything put forward by the 
Government. This is one of the many 
connections with the Government. 


‘The NFBTE were charged with the job 
of drawing up an organisation to improve 
management practice. The Building Advi- 
sory Service is now available for a suitable 
fee to advise on any branch of manage- 
ment or development. 


‘Craft training and training for manage- 
ment have now been separated, and we take 
these both most seriously. In the years to 
come it is in that field that we probably 
have the most to achieve. 


“We also have a vast pension scheme 
now available to any member of our 
Federation for his staff, thereby giving the 
widest spread of risk. 

‘The International Federation deals with 
the builders and the civil engineering con- 
tractors. Our problems have their counter- 
parts in other countries of Europe. We 
exchange information through our journal, 
which appears every quarter, and from it 
we find out such things as what the French 
are doing in pre-stressed concrete. 

‘Through the British Employers’ Con- 
federation, the National Federation deals 
with the International Labour Organisation, 
which is part of UNO and has, since the 
war, divided itself into sub-divisions, one of 
which is Building and Civil Engineering. A 
sub-committee, members for which we pro- 
vide, meets about every two years and dis- 
cusses with Governments and trade unions 
matters of international interest aimed at 
raising the standards of living.’ 


Discussion 

Mr. New: ‘ Have the National Federation 
or the International Federation ever con- 
sidered seriously whether the establishment 
of a free trade area will affect the building 
industry in this country? ’ 

Mr. Longley: ‘I can only give my own 
views. It seems to me that we are insu- 
lated because the cost of transport is so 
great that we are less likely to be affected 
than any other European country; but, in- 
directly, a state of prosperity or depression 
brought about by tariff changes would 
affect us.’ 

Mr. Gaylon: ‘There is a body sitting 
now considering the RIBA Conditions of 
Contract. Has any contact been made with 
the PLA, LCC, Ministry of Works and 
similar bodies to ascertain whether they will 
adopt the RIBA Form of Contract or intend 
to stick to their own?’ 

Mr. Longley: ‘It is impossible yet to 
say whether the committee can produce a 
revised document that will be universally 
acceptable, and it is also impossible to say 
what will satisfy individual bodies. We can 
only hope gradually to get the standard 
form used more widely, and that all people 
who do not use it will gradually fall into 
line. I think it is more likely to be used 
in future, but we cannot make it mandatory 
—I believe the Transport Commission is 
about to adopt it.’ 


Mr. Walker: ‘There have been instances 
of contractors forming groups of eom- 
panies, particularly in connection with 
atomic energy. Is it your opinion that this 
is free enterprise? ’ 


Mr. Longley: ‘The short answer is that 
I do not think there is any other way of 
approaching the problem of producing 
quickly not only the building but the whole 
unit which is required. I understand the 
civil engineering problem is an integral part 
of the project, and in this experimental 
period competition will not give a satisfac- 
tory answer. I think this is an exception to 
the rule.’ 
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CANAL IMPRO VEMENTs 
SCHEME 
Transport Commission 
Approve £959,000 I ’rogramme 


GIR REGINALD KERR, genera] Manager 

of British Transport Waterways 
announced at Birmingham on April 26 that 
the British Transport Commission have 
approved a £959,000 programme of improve- 
ments for the River Severn and the 
Gloucester and Sharpness Canal. The Con. 
mission hope that this programme, which 
is part of their £53m. development plan 
(announced in January, 1956) for their 
principal inland waterways, will further 
increase the substantial traffic carried On 
this important waterway route to the 
Midlands. 

The work now to be undertaken on th: 
River Severn and the Gloucester and Sharp- 
ness Canal comprises: Bank protection, 
£258,500; special dredging, £49,000: con- 
struction and extension of locks, £312,000: 
mechanisation of lock gates, sluices and 
bridges, £59,000; reconstruction of swing 
bridges, £89,000; dredging plant, £149,009: 
workshops and other premises, £42,500, 

Steel and concrete piling is to be driven 
along nearly five miles of the banks of 
the Gloucester and Sharpness Canal, where 
adequate bank protection is essential. Op 
the River Severn extensive steel piling works 
will safeguard from erosion the lock wing 
walls at five locks. 

On the River Severn, where the navigable 
channel runs in parts through solid rock 





which outcrops in the river bed, special 
dredging work is to be undertaken to widen 
the narrowest of these channels. 
dredging will also be carried out on the 


Gloucester and Sharpness Canal. An entirely | 


new lock is to be built at Gloucester to 
augment the existing Gloucester Lock, which 
controls the entrance to the River Severn. 


This will be approximately 250 ft. long by | 


25 ft. wide and be able to accommodate 


either one large and one small tanker or | 


two small tankers. Its construction wil} 
involve a new swing bridge across the lock, 
road diversion works and some rearrange- 
ment of railway lines at Gloucester. 


At Diglis, Worcester, the smaller of two | 
parallel locks is to be enlarged to the same | 


size as the other up-river locks to Stourport. 


Ten existing wooden swing bridges across | 


the Gloucester and Sharpness Canal are to 
be replaced by quicker-opening steel bridges 
which will help to speed up the canal traffic. 

The River Severn and the Gloucester and 
Sharpness Canal together form an important 
water route linking the Bristol Channel ports 
with Gloucester, Worcester, Stourport and 
the industrial Midlands. Carryings on this 
waterway have increased from 534,000 tons 
in 1949 to over 800,000 tons in 1956. 
Petroleum products account for a substantial 
part of this tonnage.

Not in His Trade 


NO INCOME TAX ON THE 
BUILDER'S I NVESTMENTS 
By a Barrister-at-Laic 


A RECENT decision of the High 
‘3 Court—Wager v Watson, 1956 Tax 

Cas. 465—will be of considerable interest 
to those builders who specialise in repair 
work and maintenance rather than in the 
building of new houses for sale, or the 
conversion of older properties into new 
dwellings on a speculative basis. <A 
builder has just succeeded in an appeal 
to the High Court against assessment to 
income tax on the profits of the sale of 
private investments in houses on the 
grounds that, since he is a jobbing builder 
by trade, properties in which he would 
not deal in the course of his business 
must be regarded as investments rather 
than as trade stock. 

The builder in question was a small 
jobbing builder, who worked from his 
own private residence, and employed 
only one person, besides himself, full- 
time in the business. He also engaged 
four men seasonally. He himself drew 


approximately £10 a week from the 
business. He undertook, during the tax 


period in question, war damage repairs 
and plumbing work. 

In the early part of 1949 he purchased 
five houses quite near his own home, and 
a further one in May. They were let at 
controlled rents at the time, and the idea 
behind the purchase was that the proper- 
ties could be turned into reasonable 
investments if the builder carried out the 
repairs himself. At that time—and still 
to a large extent today, of course—the 
high cost of repairs made houses unprofit- 
able as investments if they were let at a 
controlled rent. The finance for these 
purchases was supplied wholly by a build- 
ing society. Two more local properties 
were purchased later in the same year in 
slightly different circumstances: they 
were in the course of reconstruction, after 
extensive war damage, by another firm of 
builders and the builder purchased them 
in the belief that they would be free from 
rent control, but later sold them when he 
learnt that they would not. 


Other Sales 


In addition to these two sales, the 
builder also sold one of the original four 
on the death of the tenant. At the time 
of his court hearing, however, he still 
retained all the other houses which he 
had purchased. 

_ The Inspector of Taxes assessed him to 
Income tax on the profits from the sale of 
the three houses, contending either that 
they were purchased in the course of the 
builder’s trade, or alternatively that the 
property deals were what the income tax 
acts style an ‘adventure in the nature of 
trade.” The provisions for assessment to 
income tax of profits on ‘an adventure 
In the nature of trade’ are not, perhaps, 
quite so well known as they might be. 
In this case the builder was not a specula- 
tive builder (in the sense in which it is 
generally used of one who buys or builds 
houses for sale to purchasers who are not 
known at the time he undertakes the 


building work), but a jobbing builder, 
who undertook work, principally of a 
minor or decorative nature, for the 
owners of premises. It could not be said, 
therefore, that the acquisition of houses 
was in any way part of the normal 
trading activities of his business, and the 
profits from the sale of any of the 
properties which he acquired could not, 
as indicated in the introductory para- 
graph above, properly be included in the 
taxable profits of a jobbing builder. 

An ‘adventure in the nature of trade’ 
embraces something wider in its scope, 
unfortunately. Even although it may be 
for one particular purchase and sale only, 
a man is said to be engaging in an 
adventure in the nature of trade if he uses 
his ordinary trading skill or experience, 
or his particular outlets through trade 
channels for his products, or if he uses 
or sets up any organisation for the carry- 
ing through of a project for a commercial 
profit. 

Obviously, if a man bought a house 
one week, and sold it, and a large car 
the next week, and then sold that; and 
speculated the following week in a block 
of shares, and so on with a number of 
different activities, it would be unjust to 
the community that he should escape 
income tax merely because his activities 
could not be said to be carrying on any 
particular trade. Thus it comes about 
that the income tax acts contain this 
express provision for the inclusion as 
taxable income of the profits of any 
venture which, if carried out by any 
person trading actively in that line of 
business, would constitute a taxable 
trading enterprise. 

Result of Appeal 

In this case the General Commis- 
sioners, having heard all the evidence, 
came to the conclusion that the builder 
had carried on a venture in the nature 
of trade in buying the nine houses in 
question, although they could not be 
brought within the description of trading 
stock of his business. On appeal to the 
High Court the Judge was not satisfied 
that the Commissioners had considered 
all the relevant information and facts at 
their disposal, or had properly made the 
findings of fact on which the legal argu- 
ment and their conclusions could 
properly be based. The Judge thought 
too that one of the findings of the Com- 
missioners was ambiguous. 

He accordingly made an order to refer 
the matter back to the Commissioners 
for further details of the findings of fact 
which they had omitted to set down. A 
month later the representatives of the 
Revenue informed the builder, who had 
conducted his hearing before the High 
Court in person, that they would not 
proceed further with the assessment as 
the number of sales of the property was 
small. There had, in fact, been only three 
sales in all; in only one of these was 
there probably any very substantial 
profit, this one being the house which 
was bought over the head of a sitting 
tenant, who subsequently died and left 
the way open for the sale with vacant 


possession. ; 
Whether the smallness of the profit was 
the only factor which induced the 
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Revenue to abandon their case is not 
known. What is important, however, is 
that of the total of three sales, two were 
made through estate agents, and the 
third was made privately to a friend. 
No use was made apparently of trade 
channels. The significance of this is that 
there remained little on which the Com- 
missioners could have based a conclusion 
that the enterprise (considering the pur- 
chase and sales together), was ‘ an adven- 
ture in the nature of trade.’ The builder 
had made no use of his special skill in 
his trade or of his trade organisation 
either in the acquisition or in the sale of 
the properties. He had sold through the 
normal agency of an estate agent and not 
by means of his own trade boards or 
advertisements. 

He had acted, in fact, in just the same 
way as any private investor might in 
buying an investment in house property 
and then disposing of it at the most 
advantageous time. The only doubtful 
point was, perhaps, the contemplated use 
of his trade resources for keeping the 
premises in repair. This, though, as the 
case proceeded with this builder, was not 
put to the test. 

No Firm Conclusions 


It is impossible to draw firm con- 
clusions from a case which is compro- 
mised before final judgment, and the fact 
that the Revenue chose not to proceed 
further, ostensibly because of the small- 
ness of the amount, and because most of 
the original purchases were retained as 
investments at the time of the court 
hearing, is no guide to those who prefer 
to work to taxing principles rather than 
probabilities of the attitude of the 
Revenue. 

This much can be said with certainty, 
however. That if a builder does not buy 
and sell houses as part of his business, 
it cannot be contended that his invest- 
ments must be included amongst his 
trading stock. This being so, his only 
danger of assessment to income tax on 
his investments comes from the classifi- 
cation of his activities as an ‘ adventure 
in the nature of trade. To avoid the 
possibility of this the golden rule must 
be to keep any investment enterprise 
separate from trading activities; to buy 
and sell through channels open to all 
investors; to act in the private name 
and not the trade name: and last, but not 
least important, to avoid any appearance 
of a trade organisation or a land specu- 
lation company. 

A private investment is nobody's 
business except that of the owner, his 
accountant, and his appointed agent, and 
perhaps in those circumstances _ the 
Inspector of Taxes will find that it is 
no business of his either.

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LESSONS OF THE MILD 
WINTER 


Minimising Interruptions of Work 
by Bad Weather 


By G. CUTMORE DRUMMOND 


WOULD hazard a guess that fewer 

records have been kept concerning 
site progress this winter than of any 
recent winter. This is a great pity. It is 
unfortunate that only during really 
wintry spells, when work is stopped or 
impeded, that records are kept; records 
of lost time, hindered progress and so on. 
Probably the past winter has been one of 
the most equable in living memory. It 
will therefore be most disappointing if 
details are not avaflable concerning a 
progressive winter building programme. 
A great-deal has been written and a fair 
measure of research has been carried out 
with the object of stimulating ways and 
means whereby some of the jobs nor- 
mally held up by bad weather can be 
overcome, partially, if not wholly. 

One imagines that if the effects of the 
abnormal progress on some sites this 
winter could be fully recorded, analysed 
and compared with some bad years, the 
facts disc!osed would act as a great spur 
towards greater efforts to overcome tra- 
ditional British wintry effects on the rate 
of building. Among the effects of the 
mild winter have been: 


(a) Increased demand for some 
materials. In some cases progress has 
been so well maintained that scheduled 
deliveries have proved hopelessly in- 
adequate. 

(b) ‘ Lost’ time has been minimised 
and therefore liability for guaranteed 
non-working time must be the lowest 
on record. 


(c) Costs of ‘precautionary’ 
measures much reduced. 

(d) Temporary roadmaking on large 
or awkward sites minimised. 

(e) Productivity of labour improved. 


One could go on adding to the list, but 
generalities must suffice. There will, of 
course, be items on the debit side, such as 
fewer calls for lagging material, less work 
for plumbers, etc.. but on the whole the 
balance will be found to be heavily in 
the building industry’s favour. It is un- 
likely that any man-made efforts towards 
greater activity could ever measure up to 
the effects of a winter such as we have 
recently experienced, but this fact should 
not deter us from making efforts to check 
the customary seasonal fall in output. 
Increased productivity is the key to re- 
duced costs which must in turn lead to 
a greater volume of building work. 

From time to time we hear of measures 
at home and abroad to overcome some 
of the usual winter hold-ups. Perhaps 
some encouragement is needed in this 
direction. What would research, facts 
and figures indicate? As a Starting point, 
I wonder if comparisons of meteorologi- 
cal records are available, and if they 
would yield any help? How many man 
hours per tradesman have been worked 
this winter in excess of the average, and 
what is the effect on the year’s costs? 


These and many similar questions are 
perhaps pertinent and represent a ‘tall 
order.. One ventures to suggest that 
striving to keep site work moving satis- 
factorily in all weathers is no less difficult. 
I am certain that there are sound reasons 
why greater steps should be taken to 
guard against the interruptions of wintry 
weather. Is it too much to hope that 
through some sort of joint effort, facts 
and figures will emerge which will give 
added hope and encouragement in this 
direction?

New Dam for Wakefield 
Wakefield Corporation’s new £1,460,000 


Baitings Dam Reservoir, near Ripponden, 
was opened on May 3 by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, Mr. Henry 
Brooke, who stressed the importance of 
speeding up the process of regrouping water 
undertakings into units strong enough to 


meet modern needs. 

The dam has a capacity of 775 million 
gallons of water and will supply 160,000 
people living in an area of 50 square miles 
around Wakefield with an extra million gal- 
lons of water a day. The 154-feet dam wall 
is the second highest in the country. Three 
hundred and seventy-five thousand tons of 
concrete have been used on the project. 


Smoke Control By-laws 


Doncaster is making its first introduction 
of by-laws requiring that heating and cook- 
ing arrangements in new buildings be de- 
signed to prevent smoke emission. The first 
stage is a scheme for smoke control in an 
area bounded by St. Sepulchregate, St. 
James-street, Waterdale, Wood-street and 
Cleveland-street, and Printing Office-street. 

The Corporation is installing oil-fired 
boilers in its new £750.000 College of 
Further Education now being erected in 
Waterdale. Smokeless fuels will also be 
used in houses and flats which are to be 
built in a demolition area which will come 
within the scheme.

Stockton Redevelopment Proposals 


Stockton Town Council have approved 
proposals for the comprehensive redevelop- 
ment of the Brunswick-street area of Stock- 
ton. The first stage of redevelopment would 
include the large areas of poor housing and 
waste land at the south ends of Skinner, 
Brunswick and William-streets. The second 
stage would take place on small plots over 
the area and the large new block at the 
south end of William-street could be made 
available. The new road to the north ol 
Lodge-street could be constructed together 
with part of the south end of Prince Regent- 
street, while the third stage in the redevelop- 
ment would take place at the north end of 
Brunswick-street and at the west end of 
Ramsgate. The three stages of redevelop- 
ment were envisaged in from one to SIX 
years; six to ten years, and from the 
eleventh year up to 1974.

BANGKOK.—Mrs. Suni Telan, a hotel 
owner, of the Princes Hotel, Bangkok, 
Thailand, plans to build a chain of hotels 
in the East, including Singapore, Bombay, 
Manilla and Honolulu. The hotels would 
each have 70-90 rooms and be planned as 
luxury resorts with swimming pools, and 
the latest European and USA facilities. A 
site has been found for the Singapore 
development, on the seaside, and it is 
expected that work will start next year. Mrs. 
Telan hopes that the whole chain can be 
completed in 1960, including a new 150- 
room hotel at Silom, near Bangkok 


COLOMBIA .—It is reported that two new 
cement factories are to be established. The 
first, in Bolivar, will produce 2,500 tons per 
day, and the other, at Huila, will have a 
capacity of 500 tons a day. The Minister of 
Development wishes to encourage the pro- 
duction of cement, as there is a growing 
demand for it in the country..... It has 
also been reported that a factory for the 
manufacture of manual agricultural imple- 
ments will be built, with part US and part 
Colombian capital, in Boyaca, not far from 
the Paz del Rio steelworks. The factory 
will be built on a scale to produce 1,700,000 
units per annum. ... The American firm of 
Parke Davis has acquired a plot of ground 
near Bogota to build a factory for the local 
manufacture of pharmaceuticals. . . . The 
St. Joseph Lead Co. of the United States has 
set up a Colombian subsidiary for the opera- 
tion of a concession granted in Cuninamarca. 
The company will have a capital of $2m. 
The intention is to refine lead locally... . 
The National Corporation for Public 
Services has come to an agreement with the 
local authorities at Santa Marta for the 
construction of a hydro-electric station with 
an output of 9,500 kilowatts which will cost 
10m. pesos... . The directors of the Cauca 
Valley Corporation met the Ministers of 
Finance and Development recently and it is 
understood that the directurs obtained from 
the Ministers assurances that funds would 
be forthcoming to the Corporation for its 
development projects. 


HONG KONG.—The Hong Kong Gov- 
ernment have decided, after discussions 
lasting since 1945, to erect a highly mech- 
anised abattoir in Kennedy Town, at the 
Western end of Hong Kong Island. Land 
is in process of being reclaimed for part of 
the site, and plans are now being put in 
hand by the Chief Architect, PWD, in 
collaboration with the consulting engineers, 
Messrs. William Douglas of London. Esti- 
mated cost of the scheme is $20m. The 
Project is expected to take three years to 
complete. 


NETHERLANDS.—Plans for a pipeline 
to link the mouth of the Rhine with the 
German Rhineland are beginning to take 
shape. In the Netherlands the initiative has 
been taken by the Bataafsche Petroleum 
Maatschappij of The Hague, and from 
Cologne comes the news that the German 
Shell Co, will start building a new crude oil 
refinery at Godorf, between Cologne and 
Bonn, at the end of this year. The crude oil 
Will come from Rotterdam through a 24-30 


inches diameter pipeline of approximately 
155 miles. The pipeline is intended mainly 
for the transport of petroleum to existing 
refineries and others already under con- 
struction or projected, but later on it may 
also form part of a great trans-European 
network running from the Mediterranean 
through Eastern France and Western 
Germany to the North Sea coast. . . . The 
US and Netherlands Governments have 
agreed on changes in the use of counter- 
part funds accumulated under the effects 
of US economic assistance to Holland 
during the period 1948-1953. Some pro- 
jects then agreed upon are not now con- 
sidered of as much importance as others, 
to be substituted by common agreement 
between the two governments. These 
changes do not, however, involve any 
additional dollar aid. The new projects are 
as follows: Reinforcement of weak spots in 
high tide dykes—30,000,000 guilders; Delta 
works—40,000,000 guilders; roads within 
the framework of the European Roads Plan 

30,000,000 guilders; final recovery of 
Walcheren—S5,000,000 guilders; tunnel under 
the North Sea Canal near Velsen— 
10,784,000 guilders; the Finance Ministry’s 
statement announcing these new projects 
adds that the total sum of counterpart funds 
thus agreed upon by the two governments 
for the implementation of the combined old 
and new programmes is 363,585,000 guilders 
exclusive of counterpart funds for financing 
the so-called Moody productivity pro- 
gramme and the Productivity Centre Pro- 
gramme, which are to be handled separately. 


RHODESIA AND NYASALAND.—The 
Italian firm, Rizzato, is to build a 
factory at Umtali to assemble bicycles. The 
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plans allow for the manufacture of motor 
cycles at a later,date.... Plascon Industries 
of Johannesburg is to establish a small plant 
in Bulawayo to manufacture paint and 
various types of plastic products. 


SPAIN.—Two of Spain’s leading elec- 
tricity-producing companies have formed a 
concern to produce nuclear energy in 
northern Spain. On the basis of recent 
figures, it has been estimated that power 
demand in this region will double by 1964 
and the new company proposes to install 
an atomic power station near Bilbao which 
will produce 1,000 million kwh annually. 
It is also known that the National Institute 
of Industry (INI) is to build a nuclear power 
station at a cost of 6,000 million pesos, but 
no details of site and production are yet 
known. A study of Spain’s nuclear energy 
requirements published by the Banco 
Urquijo considers that by 1970 supplies of 
energy from conventional sources will be 
insufficient to meet industrial demand, and 
envisages the provision of 350 mw of nuclear 
energy within the next thirteen years, increas- 
ing to between 21,000 and 39,000 mw by 
the end of the century. The cost of such 
a programme is estimated as between £1,364 
and £2,546 million, a figure which should 
be increased by a further 25 to 40 per cent. 
to include the cost of ancillary industries. . . 
INI are to install an electric line of 132 kw 
from Cadiz to Almeria which will connect 
the power stations of those towns with that 
of Malaga and link them with the sub- 
stations of Puerto Real and Orgiva. The 
total cost of this scheme will be in the 
region of £1,750,000 and 6 per cent. of the 
raw materials and machinery required will 
be imported. . . . The Civil Governor of 
Tarragona has announced a plant to canalise 
the river Ebro between Zaragoza and the 
sea. The cost of the work involved is esti- 
mated at £40m, over half of which will be 
contributed by INI and the remainder by 
the Instituto Nacional de Colonizacion. The 
latter are also to invest huge sums of money 
in a plan to canalise the river Gaya, which 
will irrigate between 1,500 and 2,000 hectares 
of land in Tarragona. 


Rhodesian Factory Planned 


To supply the growing markets in the 
Central African Federation, the Dunlop 
Rubber Co. has decided to build a tyre 
factory in Rhodesia. Building operations 
will begin as soon as the necessary arrange- 
ments have been completed and production 
is expected to start about 18 months later.

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Housing Progress in Scotland

completed by lo-al authorities for use by 
Government Departments (Police, ete.), are 
now recorded for the first time in the statis- 
tics. 

At the end of March the number of new 
houses under construction was 36,210 com- 
pared with 37,904 at the same date last year. 
These facts are given in the Quarterly 
Housing Report for Scotland (HMSO, price 
1s., published on May 3). 





New Inspection Service 
Committee 


A Scottish ComMiITTEE of the National 
Inspection Council for Electrical Installa- 
tion Contracting was launched in Edinburgh 
on May 1 to co-ordinate the Scottish bodies 
interested in this development which will 
provide an inspection service for electrical 
installations as a safeguard for the con- 
sumers, builders, architects, surveyors and 
others. The Royal Incorporation of Archi- 
tects in Scotland, the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors (Scottish Branch), the 
Association of Consulting Engineers, the 
Electrical Power Engineers’ Association, the 
Electrical Contractors’ Association of Scot- 
land, are among the bodies intimately con- 
cerned along with the IEE and the Supply 
Authorities, in launching this system. 

The Scottish secretary will be Mr. James 
Smellie, secretary of the ECA of S, and 
already 581 contractors in Scotland have 
been placed on the approved roll. The 
intention is to encourage building, con- 
tracting, industrial and professional bodies to 
seek as sub-contractors firms which have 
qualified for membership, on the grounds 
that such firms are contracted to maintain a 
definite standard of workmanship and 
materials and are subject to check by the 
inspectors of the Council. 
~Two inspectors have been appointed in 
Scotland and will be available for inspection 
duty at the request of any interested party. 
The firms will work to the standard regula- 
tions of the IEE.
